Scenes in Whitehall. | 
( Reuter's Serrice.) 
. London, July 14 

The tateful Irish conferences were insugurated in London to- 
day. There was 4 private interview between Afr. Lioyd George and 
Mr. De Valera at Downing Street to discuss the basis of the larger 
conference, to which Str. Llovd Gearge has invited representatives 
of Sinn Fein, the Ulster Parliament and the Government. 

Mr. Lioyd George's arrival at Downing Street was cheered by a 
small crowd. Subsequently Sir Hamar Greenwood and Mr. Char- 
berlain arrived. Then, cheering and waviox Sinn Feio fags by the 
bundreds. Irishmen assembled at the bottom of the street and 
heralded the arrival of De Valora, who was accompanied by Mr. 
Barton. 

. ‘ue conference lasted for two and.a half hours. During the 
deliberations a large crowd of Irish sympathisera in Whitehall, 
incessantly recited the Rosary, and sang hymns and Irish songs. 

Jt is offeially announced that Mr. Lloyd George and Mr. De 
Valera conversed alone at Downing Street. Views were freely 
exchanged ana the relative positious defined. The conversation was 
resumed later in the morning. In response to an invitation to 
confar with Mr. Lloyd George, the Ulster Premier, Sir James Craig, 
is expected ia London to-morrow afternoon. » 


Truce Scenes in Ireland. 


London, July lM. 

Signs of the truce in Ireland are shown by trainoloads of 
Auziliaries departiog for England on indefinite leave. Lorryloads of 
unarmed AuxiHaries are leaving Dublin daily.

Three hundred members of the 
fvigh Republican Army passed through Athlone on their way bome 
after pine months absence. One section, sighting a military lorry, 
stood to attention and saluted British soldiers, who returned the 
salute. Both parties exchanged vompliments by waving handker-

Premier on the Remarkable Change in the Political . 
. Situation. 


London, July 15. 

After intimating regrets at his inability to attend owing to the 
Irish conversations, Mr. Lidyd George made an unexpevted appesr- 
ance at the Coalition Liberals’ dinner at the Hotel Cecil, when he 
, delivered an important speech. Referring to the Irish question, he 
declared that he had just left his Majesty. to whom the country owed 
& great debt of gratitude for one of the greatest services rendered. 
The Premier said that be saw light'at the ead of the tunoel. There 
bad been 4 remarkable change in the past few weeks—the human 
teinpest seems to be subsiding; there is a spirit of conciliation: there 
was a better industriel ootlook as between employers and workers 
than there bad been for yeary. Then there was a remarkable 
transformation in Ireland. He drew attention to the fact that Mr. 
De Valera, the chieftain of the vast majority of the Irish race, bad 
been conferring with him for nearly three hours, discussing various 
“methods and suggestions for a settlement of the long, long controversy 
and the old bitter, wasteful feud between the Irish and the British 
peoples—a foud in which there had been for ages long s number of 
disastrous blunders. Endless opportunities had been lost. Let us 


~ trust thas this one will not be fost, added the Premier.

The Government’s Position. 


. London, July 14, 

In the House of Commons, questioned whether the Government 
would reverse-Dr. Addison's policy to provide 300,000 houses as ita 
contribution to thé shortage of balfa million, in 1919 and abandon 
the housing subsidies, Sir Al'red Mond said that 116,000 houses had 

" paen built or were building and approved. under the scheme for local 
authorities, and 93,000 had beeo built or were building under the 
scheme of subsidies to private builders. This was costing the state 
annually £10,000,000 and £5,000,000 respectively. The Government 
bad decided, owing to the financial sicustion, to limit the coustruction 
by Iocal authorities to 178,000 houses, while private builders would 
be paid in fat for houses completed by April 23 last. and would be 
subsidised for additional houses if begun before July Ist. The 
Government was prepared tocon tribute £200,000 towarda the deficeincy 
of loca] authorities on accdunt of the-improvement of alums, 

After questions had been asked, Dr. Addison read his letter to 
thé Premier tendering his resignation. He said that the Govern- 
‘ments curtailment of the housing scheme was a breach of faith. 
The precipitate abandonment of an effott which was essential for 
nationel restoration was uot true economy. The Government of a 
country cannot safely rest on 2 shifting opportunism.—l(Opposition 
cheers). a . " ‘ . .

In -siudying the evolution of 
human traces, said the Professor, 
tha world. of homanity must b: 
studied as a whole. When +o 
surveyed there was no doubt 
thst not only in recent centuries, 
but from the distant time when 
primitive man first floated o 
coracle, sea power had been a 
powerful factor in the evolution 
of human races. Sea power Inid 
opsao the weakes’ flanks of homan- 
ity to Portugal, Spain, and Eng- 
‘land.’ By its means an Englisb-

organs. We have the best rea- 
sons for believing that the dis- 
tinctive features of buman*races 
are the result of the hor none me- 
‘chanisin with which the buman 
body is provided.

Some Economies Suggested. 

There bas been circulated to 
Governments from the Inter- 
national Labour Office, League 
of Nations, a report by an in- 
dependent body of axperts on the 
organisation, method of work, 
efficiency, number, salaries, and 
allowances of the staff of the 
Learne of Nations and on the 
general expenditure. The report 
contains the answer to many 
questions which have occupied 
the public mind in the last eight- 
eep months, and natably the 
questions: Is the League wast- 
money? Are its 
officials overpaid? Arethey try- 
ing to exceed their duties ?_ 

‘The Inquiry Commission cor 
sisted of Count Avet. Ltalian 
Conucillor of State; M. Figueras, 
chairman of the Bank of Bilbao; 
Mr. Johnsoo, British Treasury ; 
M. Noblemaire, member of the 
French Chamber: and M. Vil- 
lanveva, Nicaraguan Minister in 
Paris. The following are. the 
general. conclusions of the Com- 
mission, which are spplicable 


‘Tboth to tha Secretariat of .the 


League and to the International 
Labour Office -- . 
“In so far as interual organisa- 
tion is concerned, the Commission 
is satisfied that this bas been Isid 
oot on sound and scientific lines, 
that. generally speaking, and 


‘taking into consideration their 


necessarily international com- 
position, the staff are properly 
graded; and that the general on: 
put of work reaches 2 level which 
is of the utmost credit to all con- 
cerned. ; 

“On the question of salaries, 
allowances, &c., the Commission 
find, both in respect of the 
Secretariat and of the Internation- 
al Labour Office, that there has 
been mach ill-informed and unjust 
criticism. Generally speaking, 
the salaries offered correspond to 
those obtainable by persons doing 
sim‘lar work in the British Civil 
Sersice only after some years of 
service in the grade, which means 
uo morethan that for the pariod 
of initial organisation fully train- 
ed and experierced personnel bas 
had to be engaged. There is, 
bowever, no reason ta suppose 


tbat it is not possible to make, 


economies. and.to make them 
iromediately. -For this purpose 


lower figures thao 
those hitherto paid.” 
Recommendations are’ made 
for a reduction of the heavy 
expenditure on postage, either by 
“franking” or by. the use of 
special stamps at reduced rates. 
This is a matter for the Swiss 
Government. Varions suggestions 
are put forward for improving 
the system of financial control 
of League expenditure, including 
phe creation of an independent 
exper’ commission “of control to 
scrutinise the budget each year 
before the meeting of Assembly.

A 
number af them were overtaken 
next morning, when shots were 
exchanged near Tubrid, with the 
result that Jobn Quinn, who had 
been.“on the ran,” was wounded 
and died tater in hospital. Pat- 
tick Wall, also “on tho run™ was 
dangerously wounded, and one 
man was captured. A shot-gan 
and 100 rounds of ammunition 
were also captured. 


SHOKMAKER BRUTALLY 
MURDERED. 

Patrick Broady, a shogmaker, 
was shot dead yesterday morning: 
at Muallahone, 10 miles from 
Cavan. Ho wastaken from ba 
house at a quarter to ona’ o'clock 
in the morning by about 30 armed 
mon, and murdered on the public 
road aboot 600 yards from his 
home. Saventees rifle shot, one 
revolver, and one gun shot bad 
been discharged into his body, 
near which was found a papar 
bearing the words: “Spies and 
infocmers beware. -- I. Ro AL” 
Brads leaves a wile and family. 

It is now presumed that Con- 
stable C. P. Meade, who was last 
saen alivein the afternoon of May 
1%, bas been murdered. Reports 
received state that a man wear- 
ing a police uniform was seen to 
be shot at by two men at Bally- 
seedy (Co. Kerry), that a quantity 
of blood was found where be fell 
and that there were traces of 
blood from the spot across coun- 
try for half a mile. : 


AMBUSH ON SEASHORE, 

A police report says that six 
soldiers who were in camp at 
Castletown (Country Cork} went 
out fora walk a few days ago. 
They were unarmed, and after 
proceeding abont three niles, they 
were held up by a party of some 
30 armed mon on the seashore. 
Ose of the. soldiers sprang into 
the s2a and saved himself. An- 
ather also saved bimself by tak- 
ing to the moutains. The ramain- 
ing four were placed with their 
backs toaditch and were shot. 
When a rescue party arrived on 
the scene thres of the soldiers 
were dead and one was aliva with 
a bullet wound in the neck. The 
names of the men killed are: 
Hunter, Bridgeton, Glasgow; 
Donald Coombers, Lower Syden- 
bam. London; and Robert M’ 
Mullen. Rutherglen, Glasgow. 
They belonged.to the K.0.S.B, 

How Constable Sterland, of the 
Motor Transport Section, was 
murdered is described in a police 
report, which says that he was 
decoyad to an hotel in Cork by 
four civilians who feigned friend- 
ship with him. - Hestood the man 
drinks in the botel, sad then left 
in their compay. Outside the 
botel dodr the men killed bim by 
shooting him inthe bead. They 
then fled , 

CALLOUS SINN FEIN. 

Fourteen civilians were wound- 
ed by a bomb thrownat Augiliaries 
in 8 tender in Gratton Streat.!

RUSSIA AND TRADE. 


Ever since the signing of the Auglo Russian trade 
Me agreement there have been. contradictory. reports concerning 
Athe extent of the benefit which Great Britain has derived 
Mfrom the document. Hongkong is only remotely interested 


Bee in the matter. it is true. but as having a bearing on one 


aspect of Britain's overseas trade the question of commer- 
MB cial relations with Russia is well worth taking note of. 
B Ope of Reuter’s recent cables said that. Mr. Baldwin, 
President of the Board of Trade. stated tn the House of 
Commons that there liad been a gradual expapsieon of 
Tinited Kingdom exports to Russia sigve the signatures to 
the trade ayreement were appended. The goods exported 
during Aprit were valued at €2,0u0 whilst in -lune they 
had. risen to 31.000, exclusive of large consignments to 
the Baltic states. re-exported tu Russia. That would. bv 
itself, give us cause fora deal vf satisfaction. but reports 
from other seurces, equally a> reliable. puint to something 
a little different. 

A special representatiye of a large American conven 

recently paid a visit tu Scandinavia for the express purpose 
of studying the trade movement with Russia and be has 
openly declared that very few indecd of the statements of 
business being consummated with Russia at this time ean 
pe authenticated. Reports of Lig deals ure made more for 
purposes of propaganda than .for anything else and 
representatives of American. British and other foreign 
firms, who are at present Im Scandinavia appear to 
be marking time—tnerely watching the situation’ in 
the hope that’ business well be resumed at an early 
date. When trade with Russin is resumed, however. 
Copenhagen will be the logical port for the tranship- 
ment of goods to Russia and thus it is that by checking 
business done at that port one van vet a good idea uf how 
much foreign trade Russia is actually doing. Copenhayen 
is a Free Port, is situated on the highway of traffic from 
the Atlantic to the Baltic and is the terminus or port of 
call of a very large number of steamship lines. In looking 
at this question of Russia’s overseas trade it is as well to 
remember that there were always those who thought that 
trade would not have much of a chance whilst-the present 
regime remained in power. Practically all outside parties 
recognise that the country is seething with revolt against 
the Bolshevists and that industrialism, {a revival of which 
must come before there is a revival of outside trade) is in a 
state of hopeless disorder. The recent risings near 
Petrograd were but an index of the situation all over the 
country. Before Russia can settle down to.business with 
others she will have to settle her own little aflairs first. 
\ The question asked by Commander Kenworthy whether 
‘General Wrangel was in Constantinople and, under British 
‘protection, plotting against the Russian Government. was 
‘given a most emphatic negative by Mr. Ceci] Harmsworth 
fin the House of Commons two days ago. It would hardly 
‘be to the benefit of Britain to help to conspire agaiust a 
‘Government with whom we had only, just recently concluded 
"a trade agreement, but the questlon does good as it draws 
‘attention to the somewhat anomalous position existing be- 
‘tween the two countries. In view of the great need for 
Pgeneral amity and the easy and unrestricted flow of the 
‘world’s commerce; it is to be hoped that Russia will not 
rouly settle her own domesti¢ differences but will soon take 
her rightful place among the well-governed and prosperous 
nations of the world. —_ eo

Shanghai’s Rice Strike. 
a Relief is no doubt felt by 
our friends at Shanghai that 
tho rice shop strike is virtually 
atan end, and withont any ofthe 
serious developroents that at one 
time threatensd. Tho trouble 
appears to have baen’ mainty the 
work of an obstinate minority, 
though there was pretty general 
misunderstanding for some time 
of paints that are fairly simple 
The registration feo charged by 
the Municipal Council cannot 
possibly he regarded as a “tax ™ 
in any tational sense of the term. 
being just a nominsl charge—a 
couple of dollara—to caver the 
cost of issuing the licences. A 
subject of greater  conten- 
tion was the system of 
inspection, designed merely to 
avoid a repetition of “ cornaring ” 
scandals, bat which’ the shop 
keopers’ Guild professed toregard 
asan attempt to impose a hard- 
and-fast “ control,” notwithstand- 
ing that the Chinesa Chamber of 
Commerce gave a general ap- 
proval to the scheme. When the 
Council met the objection by 
allowing the rice shopkeepers to 
make their return of stocks 
thrangh their guild, the reason- 
ablenesa of the Municipalits’s 
attitude became manifess to 
everybody, and a majority of the 
shopkeepers were evidently dis- 
posed to acquiescence, buts noisy 
minority kept the dispute going. 
However, with the vernacular 
Press as well as the Chinese in-

; habitants of the Settlemen: show- 


ing the agitators no ssmpathy, 
the strike has practically fizzled 
out, and it ought co be plain to the 
shopkeepers by now that the 
Council's stand is simply for fair 
dealing. 


Labour Troubles in Japan. 


An astonishing piece of news 
comes from Tokie to the effect 
that the workers a: the Kawasaki 
Dockyard, emulating the syn- 
dicalists in Italy, first saized the 
offices, refusing to admit re- 
presentatives of the company, and 
then proceaded to pussess them- 
selves of the whole andertaking. 
“Allthe works are now absolutely 
under the supervision of- the 
workmen,” says the message. 
Over 13,000 hunds are concerned 
in the movemen:, which appears 
to have originated through the 
dismissal af some foremen and 
workers. In taking on Western 
civiliration Japan is experiencing 
some of its inconvenient features, 
BS was practically “inevitable 
Only a few days ago. there was 
trouble at the Uchida Shipyard. 
Yokuhama, the chief proprietor 
taking the precaution of enlisting 
a bodyguard. The trouble in that 
jusfance appears to have been 
cauged through the closing- 
down of a Jarge = pertion 
of the works on account of 
their net paying. Since the 
rise in the cost of liviag., labour 
Jisputes have been frequent in 
Japan, attended by a socialistic, 
and sometimes, as in the case of 
the proceedings at the Kawasaki 
Dockyard, a syndicalist streak, 
Mr. Suzuki, the president of the 
Yuaikai (the Japanese Federation 
of Trade Unions), lately accused 
the Government of lack of 
sympathy with the workers. The 
Government has certainly adopt- 
ed repressive measures towarts 
Socialists iuchaiding the disciples 
of the “intellectual anarchism ” 
enunciated by Kropotkin, but jt 
is too sweeping an assertion to 
say that the authorities are in- 
different to the welfare of the 
workers. Probably their feeling 
is that the advanced wing is 
tray ‘ling at dangerous speed in. 
a country whose ecvonomic or 
ganisation on modern lines is still 
far from complete.

“Frankenstein” is assuredly a 
tour de farre in this department of 
letters, and the Frankenstein- 
monster (helped by Lord Ave 
bury’s adaptation of the phrase) 
abides with us a century later. 
Mra. Shelley, rather curiously, 
omitted to christen her astonish- 
ing creation, hence the improvis- 
name, except ‘when some 
unthinking. user refers to: the 
monstrosity ag, Frankenstein, 
which is, of course, absurd. As 
a vogue the “tale of terror” faded 
with the emingsnt exemplars 
named, but there is -always a 
public for this kind of menta) 
pabulum, and intermittently the 
cult shows signs of revival, as 
when Poe fascinated readers with 
narratives eird and creepy. 


A history of this class of fiction 
has mada its appearance from the 
pen of Miss Edith Birkhead.

Some Economies Suggested. 

There has baen circclated to 
Governments fram the Inter- 
nationoal Labour Office, League 
af Nations, a report by an in- 
dopendent body of experts an the 
organisation. method of work, 
efficiency, number, salaries, and 
allowances of tha staff of the 
League of Nations and on the 
goneral expenditure. Tho report 
contains the answer. to many 
questions which have occupied 
the public mind in the lest eight- 
een months. and notably the 
questions: Is the League wast- 
ing public wmoney? Are its 
officists overpaid? Arethey try- 
ing to oxceed their duties ? 

The Inquiry Commission coi- 
sisted of Count Avet, Italian 
Couucillor of State; M. Figueras, 
chairman of the Bank of Bilbao: 
Mr. Johnson, British Treasury; 
Mi Noblemaire, member: of -the+ 
French Chamber; and M. Vil- 
lanueva, Nicaraguan Minisier in 
Paris, The following are the 
general conclusions of the Com- 
mission, which are applicable 
both to the Secretariat of the 


_[PLeegue and to the International 


Labour Office :-- a 

“In so far as interual organisa- 
tion is concerned, the Commission 
is satisfied that this has been laid 
oat on sound and scientific lines. 
that,. generally speaking, and 
taking into consideration their 
necessarily international com- 
position, the staff ara properly 
graded, and that the general ont- 
put of work reaches 2 level which 
is of the utmost. credit to all con- 
cerned. 

“On the question of salaries, 
allowances, &c., the Commission 
find, both in respect of the 
Secretariat and of the Internation- 
al Labour Office, that there has 


| |] been much ill-informed and unjust 


criticism. Generally speaking, 
the salaries offered correspond to 
those obtainable by persons doing 
sim‘lar work in the British Civil 
Service only after some years of 
service in the grade, which means 
no more tban that for tha period 
of initial organisation folly train- 
ed and experiecced personnel bas 
haa to be engaged. There js, 
however, no teason to suppose 
that it is not possible to make 
economies, and to make then 
immediately. For this purpose 
the Commission recommend a 
scale by which members of the 
staff would be first eng ged at 
somewhat lower figures « 
those hitherto paid.” 
Recommendations are’ made 
for a reduction of the heavy 
expenditure on postage, either by 
“franking™ or by the use of 
special stamps at reduced rates. 
This is a matter for the Swiss 
Government: Various suggestions 
are “put-forward- for improving 
the system of financial control 
of League expanditure, including 
the creation of an independent 
expert commission of cantrol to 
scrutinise tha budget each year 
before the meeting of Assembly.
